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1. <Anti~Franco Spanish and Catalan atudents are represented in the International 
Students’ Union by Commmist factione of the UFRE-FUE (Union Federal de 
Metudiantes Hispanos-Federacion Universitaria Escolar) and the FREC (Federacion 
Nacional de Estudiantes de Catelunya). Basque students are represented by 
the FUE of Euskadi, also Communists. The headquarters of these organizations 
are in France, Arturo Acebes, who heads the Communiet UFEH, is on the 
geventeen-menmber Executive Committees of the International Students’ Unioa, 
and Spanish Republican students hold four seats in the Council; the UFER 
has two seats and the FHEC and the FUR cf Buzakdi, one each. Two of the 
delegates are Antonio Galves, UFEH, end Antonio Ranires, FUR of Euzkadi. 


2. The split in the UFEH iu France came about in the epring of 1946, at a 
congress of the FUE, where the Commpists menaged to capture nine of she 
ten posts on the directorate. Euriavue Craz, UPPER delegate representir ; 
the group inelds Spain, objected to the manner in which the Congress was 
sonducted and denounced the new directorate. In October 1946, a pact was 
signed inside Spain by the UFHH, the FN&C and the Basque student organi- 
estion known as BRugke~ikavle-Alkactasuna. The UFHN group signatory to this 
pact recognizes Borique Cruz as its delegate abroad.

faction, but it is the faction which was recognized by the Governnent- in~ 
Exile, and it has been gaining etrength. Reportedly, some members of 
the Communist-centrolled faction are not Commanists but have remeined 
in that group bheauge of a disineclination to become inrolvad in 
controversies. 
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
